William Poor, twelve-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. James Poor, of E^ast 
Front street, died of suffocation at 
about noon Wednesday when he waa 
burled beneath sevenil feet of sand 
and old railroad tics In the s.ind pit 
near the L. & N. round houso. 

The boy with three other small boya, 
hia brother, Auguat Poor, HMiry Day 
and Bugene Mitchell, waa digging In 
a cave play-houae they had been build- 
ing tor some time when the sand gave 
way burying him. Old tlee had been 
used all through the sand pit aa road- 
ways and In several places In the pit 
snvM buys have dug out under these 
ties and made play houses. 

The boy who was killed was several 
feet back into the cave digging while 
the other three boys were at the en- 
trance when the sand slipped and col- 
lapsed the play house. Eugene Mitch- 
ell, youngest aon of Mr. and Mrs. 
George HItohell, of East Second street, 
was the only oen of the other three 
boys Injured. He waa atruck on the 
head by one of the ties and knocked 
down. A nail In the end of the tie 
pierced his head and made a rather 
ugly wound although he is not seri- 
ously Injured. 

The three small boys began at once 
to dig their burled companion from 
fhe sand and old ties. They say that 
they spent probably five minutes and 
seeing that they would be unable to 
reaoue the hoy, all three ran to the L. 
ft K. round houae where they found 
Mr. Charlea Latin, L. ft N. section 
foreman, and Infonjed him of their 
playmate's plight Mr. Levin and his 
men and Mr. Charles Bright who was 
passing at tliat time, rushed tc where 
the boy was burled .md began to (ll^ 
him out. They were probably "ifleen 
minutes digging down to the boy s 
body. He was dead when they lifted 
him out of the sand. 

Coroner T.. P. Hlgglns was called 
and made an inTeatlgatlon. He and his 
jury heard the evidence of Messrs. 
lAvln and Bright and two of the boys 
who were with the lad and the story 
was told tiem aa recited herein. 

Dr. A. R. Qulgley examined the body 
and In his testimony before the Cor- 
oner's jury, stated that It was his opin- 
ion tbnt the boy had mot his death by 
suffocation rather Hum from external 
Injuries. While the body "as bruised, 
there were no bones broken. 

The Coroner's Jury returned this 
verdict: 

"We, the jury, find the body before 
ua to be that of William Poor, about 
It yaara of age ,and that he came to 
hla death accidentally by auffoeatton 
by being covered up by aand and ties 
In the sand pit near the L. ft N. round 
house In Mason coimty, Kentucky.

or curly , dwarf. This disease causes 
young plants to appear dwarfed and 
the leaves to curl downward and be 
much twisted. They also have an un- 
even yellow and green color. The dis- 
ease causes the plants which It at- 
tacks to produce small, worthless tu- 
bers and is the principal cause of 
varieties 'running out' The planU 
should be gone over again about twice 
befOra flowering in order to remove 
all diseased ones. At flowering time 
all phuits should be removed which 
show a different flower color from that 
o ftlie variety as these are mixtures. 
Kspecial care also should he taken to j 
make an application of nIcoMne sul 



phato at the earliest appearance of 
aphis or laay hoppers u these are dif- 
ficult to control when they have be- 
come established. 

"After the last undesirable plants 
have been removed all plants which 
appear especially lioiilthy and vigor- 
ous should be marked. This should be 
done before danger of frost. Soon af- 
ter the vines have been killed the 
marked hills may be dug. These will 
furnish seed stock for the seed plot to 
be planted the following July or Aug- 
ust. The remainder of the crop from 
the seed plot should be saved for seed 
for the learly field crop the following 

spring." ^ '

Gulvestou, Texas. — The long con- 
tinued breakdown o faKrlcultural pro- 
duction In Russia largely accounts for 
the golden taream ot middle western 
wheat that Is flowing through this 
port to Burope at the rate of several 
million bushels' monthly, aooording to 
jihipptaK men and irain eiporters 
here. , 

Italy, Germany, Oi^eece and other 
Viountrles which formerly depended 
upon UM mWfLpt the mtralne now 
are dteUrM'tO'M plactUK virtually 
all their grain orders In the middle 
western United States. 

Wheat Is converging upon this Is- 
land from nearly every grain-growing 
state. As many as 1,000 carloads of 
grain have crossed the causeway with- 
in a period of twenty-four hours, ac- 
cording to local railway offloials. 

Italy, with S4B4,266 bushals, was 
the middle west's best customer in 
May. Great BrtUln came neat, talcing 
a total of 2,959,379 bushels, while Ger- 
many was third with 1,1S3,666 bushels. 
France, which is rapidly getting to the 
point where she can feed herself, took 
only 205.333 bushels and Belgium 190.- 
450 bushels. Holland and Spain Im- 
ported 104,000 and 98,400 bnshals, re> 
spectlvely. 

In May Galveston led all ports of the 
United States in grain exports, New 
Orleans was second with a total of 
6,082,8S9 bushels, Philadelphia third 
with 2,206,795, and New Tork fourth 
with 1,941,(K>0, according to figures of 
the Oalveston cotton exchange and the 
board ot trade.
